try Science ; I preſume, with the ut- 


moſt deference, to ſubmit this Treatiſe 


to your Royal Conſideration ; an at- 
tempt to improve the Diſcipline of the 
Army, might merit Vour Majeſty's moſt 


gracious. acceptance, were the execu- 


n tion equal to the deſign ; it is my moſt 
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is a melancholy reßeclion, that the ſpe- 

culations of men ſhould tend to the im- 
provement of an art for the deſtruction of 
their own ſpecies; but till the bounds of am- 
bition be more juſtly aſcertained, and Legiſ- 
latures refine on government, a great part of 
every community muſt be employed in the 
Profeſſion of arms. 

On taking a view of the different ſtates of 
Europe, it is ſurprizing to behold the number 
of men engaged in this honourable ſervice : 
'The Britiſh army, like others, has increaſed 
to a moſt enormous magnitude; but it has 
not made an equal progreſs in its Regulations 
and Tacticks. 

Confining my obſervations to the Field Diſ- 
cipline, it muſt have been obvious, that the 
troops at qur ſeveral encampments, have ap- 
peared the armies of different fates: There 
are 0. two Regiments that form 1

from Line, or Line from Column alike ; we 


ſee one Battalion taking up its ground in 


Front, and another in Flank; ſome Regi- 
ments march on their front rank, and others 
on their rear in the ſame manœuvre: the 
Commanding Officer of one Corps prefers 
open, another cloſe files ; and this irregulari- 
ty muſt prevai:, till an Univerſal Tactical 


Syſtem be eſtabliſhed, and the whole army 
trained upon the ſame plan: The mechanical 
operations of troops once aſce tained, a more 


ample field in the Great Theatre of War 
would be opened to our Officers, who are 
now to ſtudy the common rules of their pro- 


feſſion when they ſhould enter on the practice: 


Sir William Howe ſays in his narrative, That 
“the troops at Halifax, in 17576, received 
great benefit from being exerciſed in line, a 
« very eſſential part of diſcipline, in which 
« they were defective till that time.“ | 

Theſe conſiderations, and my remarks on 
the progreſs of military fcience in other coun- 


tries, have led me to enter into the minutie 


of forming troops for ſervice; and J have 


here detailed it in ſuch a manner, as would 


ſerve for a baſis, upon which the field diſci- 


pline of the army might be regulated: But 


before I make any obſervations on the ſubject, 
I muſt take notice of what has fallen from a 
very eminent Military Author; that“ Land 
* forces are nothing in this country, and that 

| „Marines 
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% Marines are the only ſpecies of troops.” If 
we were never to be engaged in any offenſive 
Land War beyond'the deſultory attacks on an 
enemy's coaſt, or if our enemies were never 
to make any ſerious attempts upon us, ſuch 
an idea would be very juſt, and our Tacticks 
might be confined to the mere uſe of the Fire- 
lock; To Prime and Load, Preſent and Fire; 
but whilſt there is a poſſibility of more ex- 

tenſive employment, our troops ſhould not 

move in ſuch a circumſcribed ſphere: It would 
be very uſeful for both Officers and Soldiers 
to ha ve a little knowledge of Naval Affairs, 
as every operation of War in which we may 
be engaged from this Iſland, muſt be conneQ- 
ed with the ſea; but if they were fixed to 
that ſervice, we ſhould be totally unacquaint- 
ed with the ſublimer branches of our profeſ- 
ſion, which require an education different 
from the Marines. 

In America, it has been the practice to 
adopt the formation of two deep; but as 
troops may be employed in different countries 
and ſituations, we ſhould have an eſtabliſh- 
ment calculated accordingly ; whenever the 
depth of our Battalion is reduced, the extent 
muſt be increaſed, and the Column of March 
being lengthened conſiderably, the movement 
of great bodies becomes more difficult; be- 
ſides, in an open country, the fire of three

country, and ſuppoſed to be the moſt perfect 
arrangement for troops armed as we are at

even to one rank, but to open the order con- 
ſiderably; for as irregular fortification is to 
regular, ſo is this irregular kind of formati- 
on, to that of three deep, the primitive and 
ſuppoſed moſt perfect arrangement; when- 
ever the country permits the uſe of the pri- 


mitive formation, it is to be preferred; but in 
ſituations where a change may be neceſſary, it

ESTABLISHMENT of INFANTRY. 


JING E the Cantos of Granowdar, and 
the Introduction of Fire-arms, various 
have been the arrangements, made by ſpecu- 
lative men, drawn from the Greek and Roman 
Eftabliſhments ; they have ſupported favourite 
Syſtems, without ſufficiently conſidering the 


difference between the antient and modern 


mode of action. The antients were drawn 

up and armed for cloſe combat; the moderns, 
on the contrary, armed with miſſive weapons, 
without protection from defenſive armour ; 
and arranged in thin and extended lines; muſt 


be conſidered principally as troops deſtined to 


fight at a diſtance. 
Though, from the 
it may be impracticabi to form an eſtabliſh- 
ment calculated for univerſal action; yet 2.

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Every Battalion having Colours appears to 
be of infinite advantage; it has its colours to 
march, to combat and to rally by; and though 
in action one part of the Regiment might 
give way, the remainder need not be affected 
by it; each diviſion being a complete body, 
ſimilarly framed with, and a proportionate 
part of the whole; calculated to act either 
ſeparately or conjointly : It were unneceſſary 
to comment on the preſent mode of placing 
two colours in the center of a regiment, be 
the numbers ever ſo great; the abſurdity 
muſt be glaring to the meaneſt obſerver, after 
a moment's reflection on their uſe. 

All duties, detachments, &c. ſhould be 
done by Meſſes, Squads, Companies, Batta- 
lions, &c. Officers and Men of the cloſeſt

connection ſhould be kept together: A num- 
ber of men under a chief of the ſame corps, 
muſt be preferable to a number united under 
an accidental leader; it is evident that the 
former, animated by the ſame ſpirit, are more 
ready to obey the perſon to whom they are 
accuſtomed, and who is acquainted with their 
different diſpoſitions, than one who by 
chance is placed in command over them. 

To render this eſtabliſhment more perfect, 
each Regiment ſhould have a body of Light 
Horte attached to it, which would be of ex- 
cellent ſervice on many occaſions: It is im- 
poſſible to aſcertain the juſt proportion of Ca- 
valry to the Infantry of an army; becauſe 
the number of Cavalry ought to be greater or 
{maller, as the country, which 1s the theatre 
of war, is plain, mountainous or incloſed. 

This eftabliſhment of Infantry appears to 
me to be complete, according to the preſent 
mode of arming; for I have attended to the 
ſymmetry of its compoſition, founded upon 
the primitive diſpoſition of three deep; I 
have endeavoured to eſtabliſh independence 
in its component parts, the great baſis of the 
Roman Diſcipline; and, in imitation of the 
Greeks, I have formed a connected chain of 
command from the ſoldier to the ſupreme.

NLOTHING and accoutering ſome men 
8 differently from the reſt of the ſoldiery, 
| has conſtituted, what is called Light Infantry. 

The Romans had their Velites or Light 
Azwed Troops, who wore no other armour 
than the Helmet and Parma, or Buckler; 
whereas the Haſtati, Principes and Tiff, 
wore defenſive armour for the head and body, 
together with the Scutum, a larger kind of 
Buckler; the former, armed chiefly with miſ- 
five weapons, began the combat by advancing. 
to the front of the line and attacking the ene- 
my; they were alſo employed in purfuits, 
and in thoſe ſituations, where the heavy arm- 
ed, more unwieldy, could not act: But we are 
not like the Romans, incumbered with ar- 
mour, or armed with different weapons, 
therefore the diſtinction of heavy and light 
armed Infantry cannot be made amongſt us: 
We have no other weapons for offence or de- 
tence than the Firelock and Bayonet; and, 
from their powers, they ſhould be uſed alike 


by all: A Light Infantry man can be only a 


Marks-man ; every ſoldier thus armed, ought 
bi

to be the ſame: As to dreſs, if a man can 
march better, and is more at his eaſe in a 
jacket than a coat; why ſhould he be incum- 
| bered with the latter? If a cap be more uſe- 

ful than a hat; why ſhould not every man 
wear one? The moſt convenient mode of car- 
rying ammunition, is fully as requiſite for 
one man as another; in ſhort, our whole In- 
fantry, if properly clothed and diſciplined, 
ought to be equally uſeful in every ſituation: 
A foot ſoldier thould be trained for the ſervice 
of a plain, a wood, or a mountain, either ſe- 
parately or conjointly; were that once the 
caſe, we ſhould find little occaſion for an ap- 

pointment, which is, at leaſt, unneceſſary.

# \ RENADIERS are a conſtant drain of 
the talleſt and moſt uſeful men, and 
when formed for ſervice, being ſeparated from 
their own corps, and placed under an acci- 
dental commander, who is totally unacquaint- 
ed with either officers or men; are ſubject, 
both themſelves, and the regiments from 
which they are detached, to numberleſs in- 
conveniences. | i di. EPL, 

A Corps d'elite may be very neceſſary with 
an army; but it ſhould be formed under diſ- 
tint commanders, who have been accuſtomed 
to its fixed and eſtabliſhed government: The 
men ſhould be choſen conſpicuous for their 
conduct and behaviour, without reference to 
ſize, and recruited from the army at large: 
Each regiment might be obliged to ſend an- 
nually a proportion of men of this deſcrip- 
tion to complete it.

HH E principle of all clothing, is to give 
the © moſt healthful defence againſt 
„the weather, at the ſame time, to permit a 
free uſe of the body and limbs.” . 
In different climes, the clothing ſhould not 
be the ſame: The meridians of Peterſburgh, 
Britain, and Spain, require a different dreſs: 
but this has reference to the warmth of the 
habit only, it does not affect the form. 
The hair cut ſhort, muſt be acknowledged 
the mode moſt free from trouble. All weigh- 
ty coverings of the head muſt be oppreſſive: 
The Romans wore not their Helmets till they 
prepared for action: The Indians cover not 
their heads: Habit has rendered it neceſſary 
for us, to wear a hat by day. and a cap by 
night; yet the Peaſant and Seaman are fre- 
quently without the latter: However, Mar- 
ſhal Saxe's lamb-ſkin wig, or 'its ſubſtitute, a 
woollen cap, becomes neceſlary, eſpecially at 
the latter end of a campaign, when a Soldier 
liceps, or is upon duty in the night. The 
Hat in its preſent form, is only calculated for 
parade; the inſtant a man is employed on ſer- 
vice, it loſes its ſhape; the weight of it is diſ- 
treſſing; and, in wet weather, the rain ſoaks 
through it, and renders the wearer moſt un- 
comfortable: The Helmet, and Chapeau 4

= cornes, ſucceſſively introduced in 
rance, are ſtrong marks of caprice: The 


Light Infantry leather cap is too heavy: 
Grenadier Caps, and ſuch trumpery, are 
more troubleſome than uſeful: I think, that 
a light round hat of ſufficient texture to pre- 
vent the rain from ſoaking through it, ſhould 


be given to the Soldiery; in the hotter climes 

it might be white, in the colder black . 
When I ſee the peaſant in Andaluſia, in 

the mountains of Scotland, and ſportſmen in 


all countries wear a ſhort dreſs, I "—_ natu- 


rally conclude it the moſt convenient for the 


field: The ſkirts of a coat are an incumbrance: 


A jacket ſomewhat like thoſe of our Light 
Infantry might be adopted if; but as the ſol- 
dier is ſubject to be expoſed at all ſeaſons, 


and in all weather, it is cruel not to furniſh 


him with a cloak; the lighter it were made 
the better, provided it keep out the cold and 


rain: The health of the ſoldier ought to de 


the firſt object of inſtitution. 
Ligatures are improper, becauſe they pre- 
vent a free uſe of the limbs: They ſnould be 


curtailed.

Leather Gayters, when wet, are very un- 
comfortable, and turn hard by uſe: Woollen 
ſpatterdaſhes appear to me to be the beſt: 
The numberleſs other articles, with which pa- 
rade ſoldiers are equipped, ſhould be reduced 
the inſtant they go on ſervice: Thin flannel 
waiſtcoats might be given to anſwer the pur- 
poſe of ſhirts; and ſpatterdaſhes might be 
worn univerſally inſtead of ſtockings: The 
long Trowſers, buttoned at the ankle, uſed 
in America, appear to have been well calcu-

ARMS 


IHE Firelock is certainly the beſt miſſive 
weapon ever invented for the Infantry; 
and till ſomething portable be diſcovered to 
repel the efforts of ſhot, it muſt continue in 
uſe; great improvements might bu made up- 
on it: The center of gravity ſhould be thrown 
_ nearer the but-end, for our Arms, when the 
Bayonet is fixed, are top heavy: The ram-rod 
ſhould be fixed to the piece, to put it out of 
the power of the ſoldier to throw it away in 
the heat of action; or, if the firelock were 
made to load at the breech, it would be more 
advantageous. The arms have been lately 
ſhortened, I ſhould rather have wiſhed to 
lengthen them, that the front rank man 
might have been ftill more ſecure. The 
Bayonet, at the end of the Firelock, in many 
ſituations is aukward; but 1 ſee not how it 
were poſſible to uſe it to advantage otherwiſe, 
without the Firelock were thrown aſide, and 
we were to revert to the antient mode of 
fighting: As to any other weapons, whilſt 
2unpowder has its effect, they muſt be un- 
neceſſary. |

HE ſimpleſt mode of carrying the bay- 


onet and ammunition muſi be pre- 


ferred.

TFT VERY man has more confidence, when 

he finds himſelf prepared to meet his 
adverſary, and that the conteſt may, at leaſt, 
become equal. To affirm, that Officers would 
not attend to their men, if armed with Fu- 
fils, only marks a great defect in diſcipline. 


Every officer ſhould know, that his own ſafe- 


ty, in certain fituations, depends upon the 
order and union of the ſoldiers under his 
command; and, of courſe, upon his atten- 
tion to preſerve that order; in that caſe, he 
is, by no means, to make uſe of his own 
fire; on other occaſions, the Officers and Ser- 
jeants, having fire arms, may prove advan- 
tageous, by increaſing the quantity of fire: 


When an Officer is thus acquainted with the 


ſituation, where it will become proper to re- 
tain or give his fire, to ſay, that he would 
not act accordingly, is to affirm a propoſition 
contrary to reaſon; I am therefore of opi- 
nion, that the Officers and Serjeants, ſhould 
be armed, like the men, with Fuſils and 
bayonets.

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On the Attack of Infantry. 


The attack of Infantry muſt be either cloſe 


or at a diſtance. 


The Antients had two ſpecies of Infantry; 
one heavy, the other light armed. 

The light troops, armed with miſſive wea- 
pons, fought at a diſtance; the heavy armed 


were uſed in cloſe combat. 


The Greeks, when on the point to en- 


gage, cloſed the ranks and files in ſuch a 


manner, that the men adhered to each other; 
whereby the Phalanx made its attack in an 
united and conſolidated body, and overthrew 


every thing that came in its way, which was 
not of equal depth and ſolidity: Polybius 


ſays, that at the battle of Selaſia, the dou- 
ble Phalanx of Antigonus, drawn up thirty- 
two deep, gained the victory over that of 
Cleomenes, drawn up but ſixteen deep, ow- 
ing to the former having acquired a ſuperior 


force by the preſſure of thirty-one ranks, 


than the latter by the preſſure of ſixteen. 
Modern infantry are drawn up three deep, 

becauſe each man can uſe his firelock inde- 

pendently in ſuch poſition; if the firelock 


were either longer or ſhorter, the ranks might 
be either increaſed or diminiſhed; for there 
can be no other advantage ariie from the 


19 than the greater quantity of fire pro- 
duced 
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duced in a certain ſpace; a ſort of artificial 
courage given to the preceding ranks; and a 
greater facility of movement: There is not 
probably an inſtance of modern troops being 
engaged in cloſe combat; our Tacticks, pro- 
duced by the introduction of fire arms, are 
oppoſed to ſuch a mode of action; we are 
6 4 on the dexterous uſe of our fire- 
ock 

The Bayonet can be of little utility by way 
of impulſion in the field, for the reaſons be- 
fore aſſigned: From the formation of our 
Battalions, thin and incoheſive, calculated ſo 
much for the miſſive weapon; the want of 
defenſive armour; and the bayonet being 
placed at the end of the firelock, renders it a 
weapon moſt unwieldy, and with which it is 
not eaſy to fence: Theſe defects in modern 
infantry, prove the impracticability of two 
Battalions, oppofed to each other, being 
brought in the open field to cloſe encounter : 
One body muſt give way before they get into 
action. 

To charge in purſuit would be unneceſſa- 
ry; for the Battalion which has retreated, 
would move much faſter than that which 
follows, unleſs the purſuing Battalion ſhould 
break its order, which ought to be ſtudiouſly 

avoided: But, the ſoldier ſhould be accuſtom- 
ed to charge with his bayonet, becauſe 1 it may 
be neceſſary;

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In the attack and defence of retrench- 
ments, and 


On ſeveral other occaſions. 
Every body of men whatever, marching 


againſt another, ſhould endeavour to become 


the aſſailants; for thoſe who act on the de- 
fenſive, having their minds principally em- 
ployed to their own preſervation, are not ſo 
anxious for the combat; whereas, the former, 
making ſelf-defence a ſecondary object, are 
animated with the thoughts of deſtroying their 


_ adverſaries : Beſides, in the conflict between 
two bodies armed alike with fire arms, the 
firſt fire given, at a proper diſtance, muſt 
throw many of the enemy hrs de combat; 
create a confuſion in the ranks, by the num- 


bers killed or wounded; and render him leſs 
powerful than before the loſs ſuſtained “.

The King of Pruſſia has laid it down as a 
poſition, that Cavalry muſt break- through 
Infantry: To oppoſe the opinion of ſo great: 
a maſter, would argue preſumption, but as. 
every one who has treated on Tacticks has ſaid 
ſomething on the ſubject, 1 ſhall venture to 
ofter my ſentiments. 

A body of Cavalry coming down upon a 
thin line of Infant try is fo very awful, that it 
is already broken in idea; and in that ſituation. 
[ think it moſt probable, Cavalry, would pe- 
netrate: However, ſuppoſing each horſe to 
_ occupy three feet in front, two horſes have 
nine ſhots oppoſed to them; and as the fire 
of Cavalry is little to be feared, I apprehend, 
if Infantry could be brought to have a confi- 
. dence in their arms; to keep a ſteady counte- 
nance, and preſerve their fire till Cavalry 

came within a certain diſtance of them, they 
would be ſtopped in their courſe: This is the 
only method that can be purſued by a line of 
Infantry in its primitive poſition; but if In- 
fantry, attacked by Cavalry, had time for 
movement, the beſt mode of reſiſtance would 
be to form in ſolid maſs; yet the difficulty to 
deploy from that diſpoſition, on emergency, 
renders it rather diſadvantageous.

Was very little in action, except n a ſingle inſtance, where 
one of the ſquares was penetr:ted by the Janiſſaries; 
thrown into confuſion; and forced upon the adjoining bo- 
dies: This event ſnews the weakneſs of the order, for had 
the enemy. been converſant in Tatlicks, and e in what 
manner to have taken the advantz:ge of it, the Ruſſian ar my 
muſt hate been annihilated.
